1 . (Previously presented) A magnetic heacy device compri sing; 
a base member made of a npn-magnetic material; 

a thin-film magnetic head/ which is in contact with the base member and is 
accommodated in a single nod-magnetic layer, and which thin-film magnetic head 
comprises a lower yoke, a njfagnetoresistive element, an upper yoke, and electrode 
terminals;

(NewWH^nagnetic head device as claimed in Claim 1, wherein the auxiliary member is 
bonded to the^n-magnetic layer and is adjacent to an upper position of the base member.
